SECOND IJNE TAKEN. 


British Smash 'Second Defenses of 


Germans at Pozieres. 


LONDON, Aug. B.— British troops 


on the Somme front by a smashing 
stroke have 
broken 
through the 


main second 
line defenses of the 


Germans for more than a mile at 
Pozieres, It was announced today oy 
the British war office. 


The attack at Pozieres was made 


after a violent bombardment of the 
German positions north of the vil- 


la frg 


Then the infantry swept forward 


last night capturing the second line 
defensive works of the Teutons over 
a front 2,000 yards wide.

of Pozieres gives the British further 
control of the Albert-Bapaume high-

groat street oar strike today. Violence which had been 
sporadic during the early hours, increased as the day ad- 


A anecd and the poliee were kept busy answering riot calls 
that resulted in a score of persons being arrested. 


Jn the neighborhood of the Williamsburg bridge cars 


operated by strike-breakers were bombarded by mobs* 
The rioters threw garbage at the crews and passengers. 


At Broadway and Fifty-third street spikes were driv- 


en into the tracks to derail cars. They were discovered 
before any disaster occurred. Workmen sent to remove 
the spikes were hooted by the strike sympathizers. 


Police reserves were rushed to Fourteenth street and 


Broadway and also to Delancey and Essex streets in re- 
sponse to calls for help. 


As the situation grew worse police Commissioner Woods strengthened 


bi» forces in anticipation «( battle* between the rlotw* fetA s*Uos «nrt«f 
the night. The annual outin« ot the traffic squid, whlCaW* to 
held today, was called off. 


Many strike-breakers deserted during the forenoon, la torn* 


they left their c»r« without finishing their run, but moat ot them took 
their cars back to the barns before abandoning their Jobi. The Union 
organizers were greatly encouraged by this and predicted that before the 
evening rush all the lines would be completely crippled.

Traffic on many lines Is seriously 
crippled, the few cars running on 
the affected lines are under heavy 
guards. 


At •> a. m., today the strike spread 


to the Second avenue line, the em- 
ployes of which had been expected 
by the management to remain loyal. 
With their walkout the total ot men 
on strike was increased to 0*760, 
distributed as follows: 


New 
York Railways contkay* 


3,200. 


Yonkers Railway compaoj\ 240. 
Westchester Electric railway, 200. 
Union railways (Bronx), COO. 
Third avenue, 1,210. 
Second avenue, 300. 
The passengers carried dally on 


these lines before the strike began 
is conservatively estimated at 2,600,.

Despite the 
police preparation! 


that had been made when the great

threatening, 
disorder 


marked the early hours of the strug- 
gle 
This was soon controlled, how* 


ever, except for sporadic outbursts 
that occurred at points distant from 
the places where the police were 
concentrated. 


Frank llcdley, vice president and 


general manager of the New York 
Hallways company, announced early 
today that the lines under his man- 
agment would continue to operate. 


"Practically all our cars are leav-

time because of lack of men.

Before any man will put his money into 
them. 


The only security which really secures is 


that which has some value. 


Bonds for which the law makes no se- 


curity provision are worthless and will not 
attract purchasers. 


That's just what the interests now at- 


tacking the Lima telephone system want 
the city to do. They are circulating peti- 
tions calling for an election, when they 
hope to authorize the council to issue mort- 
gage bonds to buy the local company. The 
aim is the running of a municipal telephone 
plant. The bonds are to be secured by a 
franchise. But read what the Ohio consti- 
tution says about the proposition. 


Article 18, Section 12, of the amendments 


adopted in 1912, reads as follows: 


"Any municipality which acquires, con- 


structs or extends any public utility and 
desires to raise money for such purposes, 
may issue mortgage bonds therefor, be- 
yond the general limit of bonded indebted- 
ness prescribed by law; provided that such 
mortgage bonds issued beyond the general 
limit of bonded indebtedness prescribed by 
law shall not impose any liability upon 
such municipality, but shall be secured only 
upon the property and revenues of such 
public utility, including a franchise stating 
the terms upon which, in case of foreclos- 
ure, the purchasers may operate the same, 
which franchise shall in no case extend for 
a longer period than twenty years from the 
date of sale of such utility and franchise on 
foreclosure." 


That takes care of the bonds 


which exceed the limit, but what 
secures the bonds UNDER the 
limit? The city cannot take the 
responsibility 
of 
guaranteeing 


them, so they won't have any se- 
curity behind them. And who 
would buy them? Just a case of 
getting a proposition too big to 
handle, with politics giving a new 
set of men every two years, wreck- 
ing a fine plant and having to lose 
good money to pay for a pile of ex- 
pensive junk.

PLATFORM OF B. F. WELTY: 


It is eminently proper that candidates for the office o£ Repre- 


sentative in Congress state t'.eir attitude on the leading political 
questions of the day, and in order to meet the voters' rights in this 
respect, I desire to state briefly my position. 


1 shall, if nominated and elected to represent this District in 


Congress, vote for and use my best efforts to write into the laws 
the principles of Government as set forth in the Democratic Plat- 
form recently adopted at St. Louis, Mo. 


I am in favor of the Administration's proposal of a rural credits 


system, and shall, if elected, support all measures looking toward 
a system of enabling the farmer to obtain loans on h<.s land under 
Federal supervision. 


I am opposed to the so-called Pork Barrel Grabs and will not 


use the office to curry favor at home by the appropriation of un- 
justifiable donations for public improvements, but shall at all times 
favor a policy of strict economy so that the Government will re- 
ceive a dollar in value for every dollar expended. 


I am opposed to the dissipation of our National resources by 


reckless donations to private interests, and will oppose all efforts 
to place the control of valuable public forests and mining sites and 
water rights in the hands of a small group of promoters. 


I am in favor of Federal aid for good roads, for the time has 


come in this country when every farmer ought to have access to a 
road that Js passable and fit for use in all seasons of the year so 
that he cin have the benefit of the highest market value for the 
sale of his products, and otherwise enjoy the conveniences that 
come with, good roads, for the prosperity of this country depends 
primarily "upon the prosperity of the American farmer. 


The people of this country have learned, since the incejrtjjn of 


the European war, that a merchant marine is a National asset of 
inestimable importance, and I shall vote for all measures looking 
toward the establishment of an efficient and 
sufficient 
American 


Merchant Marine that will enable our manufacturers and farmers 
to send their products into all the ports of the world under the 
American flag. 


I shall oppose any repeal or measure intended to cripple the Fed- 


eral Reserve Act passed by the 63rd Congress, but shall vote for 
any additional legislation that may improve and strengthen it, if 
necessary. 


The slogan 
expressed in the Democratic 
Platform of 1916, 


"America First," has my hearty endorsement, for I am sure that 
whatever may be our ties of affection to other lands it is the plain 
duty of every citizen regardless of party, nationality or creed, to 
stand for America first. While it is not only natural but commend- 
able that those who have come to the United States from other na- 
tions should retain their affection for their native lands—and no 
broad-minded American will begrudge this sentiment—yet, when 
tlie, rights of our own government are involved there must be but 
one principle, namely; pure and undivided Americanism. 


Believing that the above statement clearly shows where I stand 


on the public questions of the day, and will leave no room for doubt 
in the minds of the Democrats of the District, and with an expres- 
sion of my willingness to answer any other question that may af- 
fect the affairs of the National Government, I respectfully but earn- 
estly solicit the votes of the Democrats of this District in the Au- 
gust Primary.
